CONCRETE IS ANCIENT 


HIGHWAY MATERIAL 


The first known concrete highway 


was laid down by the Romans in Eng- 
land, between Westchester and London. 
Excavations uncovered several sections 
in. excellent condition. Apparently the 
material was a natural cement mixed 
with pebbles and worked into a road- 
bed about twelve inches thick. 


The art seems to have been lost for 


nearly two thousand years, the next 
example being in Edinburgh, Scotland. 
in 1S72, when some concrete pavement 
still in, use and good condition, were 
made. 


In our own country, Bellefontaine, 


Ohio, gets cr'/lit for being the first 
municipality to experiment with ce- 
ment streets, in 1893. But it is really 
Wayne County, Michigan, the Detroit 
automobile factory region, which made- 
the concrete highway known to the 
nation. This early experiment was in 
1907, In 1909 less than half a million 
square yards of concrete were laid 
(perhaps fifty miles) while in 1921 more 
than sixty million square yards were 
laia (more than 7,000 miles). 


One of'the-great advantages of con-, 


crete Is the low cost of hauling, its sur- 
face being less resistant to tractive ef- 
fort than any we know. Dynamometer 
measurements show that the tractive 
force required to move a wheeled ton 
of weight on a level road are, for con- 
crete, 32.5 pounds; for asphalt, 77.7

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' Who Threw the First Stone? 


It is perfectly obvious that the American Federation of L'a- 


bor is no more a believer in freedom of speech than the Bol- 
shevist rulers of Russia. The editor ot ajabor paper was de- 
nounced, his credentials as a delegate were canceled and he 
was ousted from the convention on the ground that he is a 
communist and a traitor to union labor. The Federation of La- 
bor set up the definition of what is a communist, decided that 
this particular editor is a communist, and threw him out. Un- 
doubtedly he would have been banished from the United States 
if the Federation had possessed the power to impose that pun- 
ishment. 


Quite likely the man was and is a communist. Quite likely 


he should have been ousted not only from the Federation of 
Labor but from the United States as well. He may be not only 
a traitor to Union labor but a traitor to the United States. Of 
that we do not know, and, therefore, do not assert. 


But the point is that while the American Federation of Labor 


is thus imposing summary' punishment upon one of its mem- 
bers for saying things of which it disapproves, it is very sensi- 
tive to any governmental action against any of its other mem- 
bers for saying things which the government deems disloyalty 
to the nation. 


The demand to "throw him out" was upheld at the Federa- 


tion convention by a vote of 27,838 to 130. Let us hope that 
those 27,838 will not lose sight of consistency when the gov- 
ernment of the United Stales proceeds against residents of 
this country whose disloyalty to the nation is no more serious 
than the disloyalty of that one union labor delegate was to 
the Federation.. The Federation of Labor must not assume to 
set itself up as the sole judge of what constitutes^ violation of 
freedom of speech.

The principal subject discussed at the meeting of British pre- 


miers in London is the development of markets within the Em- 
pire. England sees her'European sales rapidly diminishing 'as 
those countries recover from the war, and hopes to find other 
buyers for her prodi\cts within the British dominions. Be- 
esides putting an end to unemployment at home, such a poli- 
cy will add to the defensive strength of "the Empire and make 
it independent of foreign sources for supplies. 


But of course it means "isolation" for Great Britain; even 


more pronounced than that charged against the United States. 
While taking suitable measures to conserve the welfare of 
Americans, the Republicans accused of an isolation .policy in 
this country have had no intention-of interfering with the flow 
of commerce between the United States and the re*st of the 
world. Proof of that fact is fdund in the constantly mounting 
imports under the Republican tariff law. Great Britain, on 
the other hand, not only seeks to improve the economic status 
of her own people, but is deliberately entering on a policy that 
will divert her trade with foreign nations and confine it with- 
in her own dominions. 


Will she be charged with isolation for so doing? She will 


not, because-the individuals who like to roll that word under 
their tongues are internationalists, whose concern is chiefly 
with the countries across the seas, and whose sole interest in 
their own land appears to be to inveigle it into sacrifices for 
European states. What Great Britain proposes to do is, to 
them, purest patriotism, but our own mildly protective tariff 
and other Republican evidences of Americanism spell "isola- 
tion."
